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FOREWORD 


This  report  is  divided  into  three  sections,  (1)  ROP  Candidate  Records,  (2)  Egg  Production  Performance 
Tests,  and  (3)  Meat  Production  Performance  Test. 

The  ROP  Candidate  Records,  pages  6  to  9,  were  compiled  from  trapnest  records  obtained  on  the  breeder's 
farm,  for  ROP  female  qualification.    At  the  end  of  the  trapnest  period,  all  performance  records  for  the 
candidates  are  summarized  by  the  ROP  Supervisor  and  submitted  to  the  Animal  Husbandry  Research  Divi- 
sion for  publication.    ROP  females  may  be  qualified  on  any  one  or  more  of  the  bases  (A,  B,  C  or  D)  de- 
scribed below  under  "Abbreviations  and  Symbols." 

The  Egg  Production  Performance  Test,  pages  10  to  17,  is  optional  with  all  ROP  participants  and  the  results 
may  be  published  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  the  candidate  records.    The  test  is  not  limited  to  ROP  breed- 
ers but  may  be  entered  by  any  Plan  participant.    The  tests,  all  of  which  are  random  sample,  consist  of  the 
on-the-farm  type  which  are  conducted  on  the  participant's  premises  under  supervision  of  the  Official  State 
Agency  or  those  conducted  at  a  central  location. 

Entries  at  acceptable  central  tests  for  which  proper  application  has  been  made  to  the  Official  State  Agency 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  test  are  eligible  to  qualify  as  U.  S.  Performance  Tested  Parent  Stock.    If  qual- 
ified and  mated  in  the  same  combination  as  for  the  production  of  the  entry,  they  may  be  used  for  the  pro- 
duction of  "U.  S.  Certified  for  Eggs"  chicks  and  hatching  eggs.    The  same  is  true  for  the  production  of 
"U.  S.  Certified  for  Meat"  after  qualification  in  an  official  Meat  Production  Performance  Test. 

While  the  same  general  procedure  was  followed  at  all  performance  tests,  there  were  differences  in  environ- 
ment, age  at  housing,  duration  of  test,  et  cetera,  which  means  that  direct  comparisons  should  be  limited  to 
results  within  a  given  test,  and  preferably  on  several  years  results. 

The  results  for  the  Arkansas  Meat  Production  and  Egg  Phase  Performance  Test  for  1958  appear    on  pages 
18  to  22.    The  test  is  available  to  any  Plan  participant  and  an  entry  may  be  produced  by  any  type  of  breeding 
program.    The  purpose  is  (1)  to  give  recognition  to  the  breeder  for  his  efforts  in  improving  meat  qualities 
and  (2)  to  make  available  to  prospective  purchasers  comparable  performance  data,  as  an  aid  in  selecting 
good  sources  of  chicks  or  breeding  stock  for  commercial  broiler  production. 

The  complete  provisions  of  the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan  are  contained  in  USDA  Miscellaneous 
Publication  739,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  Official  State  Agencies  for  the  Plan  or  by  writing 
directly  to  Poultry  Improvement  Section,  AH  Division,  Agricultural  Research  Center,  Beltsville,  Maryland.

An  asterisk  (*)  adjacent  to  the  name  of  the  stock  indicates  that  qualification  is  limited  to  the  designated  stock 
of  that  entrant,  since  the  entrant  is  not  the  original  breeder  of  this  stock,  and  use  of  the  terms  "U.  S.  Cer- 
tified for  Eggs"  or  "U.  S.  Certified  for  Meat"  applies  only  to  eggs  or  chicks  produced  by  flocks  directly 
under  the  control  of  that  entrant. 

The  designation  as  Performance  Tested  Parent  Stock  may  be  retained  for  one  year  after  classification^pro- 
vided  the  stock  is  maintained  under  the  supervision  of  the  qualifying  breeder,  and  is  mated  in  the  same  com- 
bination, and  for  one  more  year  if  it  is  continuously  represented  by  an  entry  for  such  classification.
